WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The State Department this morning gave out 
for publication the substance of the cablegram sent yesterday to Gen. Woodford, 
our Minister to Madrid, in reference to the De Lome letter.

Gen. Wood- 
ford therefore was instructed at once to say to the Minister of State that 
the immediate recall of Mr. Dupuy de Lome is expected by the Presi- 


At noon to-day the following cablegram from Madrid announced the accept- 


'. ance of De Lome’s resignation: 


MADRID, Feb. 10.—At a meeting of the Spanish Cabinet held to-day under 
the presidency of the Queen .Regent, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, Senor Gul- 
lon, read a dispatch from Senor Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Minister at Wash- 
ington, saying that the published letter to Senor Canalejas was written by him and 
that his position consequently had become untenable and he begged the Govern- 


ment to accept his resignation. 


The Cabinet decided to accept the resignatidn of Senor Dupuy de Lome and 
the Ministers subsequently met and decided to telegraph to Senor de Lome ac- 
‘cepting his resignation and entrusting the First Secretary with the conduct of the 


current affairs of the legation,

De Lome cowfessed to having written the note, Minister Woodford was instructed 
to notify the Spanish government that unless, he was enabled to inform the State 
Department at Washington before 12 o’clock last night that Senor De Lome had 
been recalled the Secretary of State would send his passports to the Spanish Min- 
ister at the beginning of office hours to-day. 

It was questioned by some whether a reasonable time was allowed Minister 
Woodford. The cablegram of instructions could not have reached him before 8 
o'clock, and this would have afforded him but a small margin upon which to work. 

Diplomatic relations between the United States and Spain through De Lome 
are at an end, and correspondence will be conducted exclusively through Minister 
Woodford in Madrid until Spain sends a new minister to Washington’ or desig- 


nates a charge d'affaires. 


CABLED HIS RESIGNATION. . 


Minister De Lome has cabled his resignation to his government. 


Assistant 


Secretary of State Day admitted that this was true by saying that Minister De 
Lome did not deny the authenticity of the letter to Canalejas, and by stating 
that a cablegram had been sent to Minister Woodford in Madrid, the contents of 
which would not be made public until it had reached its destination. 

While no official statement will be made as to the contents of this cablegram 
until its substance has. been communicated to the Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, it informs Minister Woodford of the publication of the letter, says that 
Minister De Lome does not deny its authenticity and directs him to suggest to 
‘the Spanish Foreign Office that Minister De Lome cannot be longer regarded as 
persona ‘grata and to suggest that another minister be sent to Washington. 

While naturally regretting the unpleasant incident which has terminated his 
diplomatic career in Washington, Minister De Lome will not regret being relieved 
of the onerous duties which have devolved upon him as the Spanish representative 
here during the insurrection in Cuba. As soon as he learned that the letter had 
been obtained -by the Junta he realized that its publication would make his official 
stay in Washington as Spanish Minister impossible and he immediately cabled his 


government the facts and tendered his resignation. 


When the letter appeared he 


again cabled to his government, stating that the letter had been published and re- 


iterating his resignation. 


KNOWN FOR FIVE DAYS 
The publication of De Lome’s letter was not a revelation to the State Depart- 


ment. 
was said to be in existence. 


For five days the officials there have known that such a communication 
Minister De Lome seemed to lose his head when he 


learned that his indiscreet letter, in which he called President McKinley “a low 
politician, weak and catering to the rabble,” had attained publicity. He refused to 
see anybody seeking information. A few personal friends who saw him reported 
that he was greatly excited, realizing that his diplomatic career was finished. | 
These friends believe De Lome was a victim of treachery, not accident, and 
. that Canalejas purposely let the letter fall into the hands of the Cubans. This the- 
ory seemed plausible because the friendship between De Lomie and Canalejas col- 
lapsed recently, They belong to opposite political parties and widely differ on mat- 


ters of governmental policy. 


The original letter is in the possession of the Administration. It was brought 
to Washington and turned over by a representative of the Junta. Before the letter 
was received conclusions had been reached and the steps had been taken to force 


the recall of the minister. 


One of the first things done by the experts was a comparison of the printed 
fac simile with specimens of Minister De Lome’s handwriting on file. This was car- 
ried out thoroughly, and when Assistant Secretary Day went to the White House 
. he was able to tell the President that, to a moral certainty, the letter was genuine 
and the translation of it was fairly accurate.

' Does Mayor Ziegenhein believe that the people will authorize the expenditure of twenty millions of their money by 
an increase and extension of the present Street Department, made up of ward politicians, including in the lists some CRIM- 


INALS, whose records are known? 


The taxpayers, who for two years have been wondering what has become of the municipal revenue, demand that they 
be given the right to vote on the adoption of a system which will exclude incompetents and criminals from appointment to 
city offices.

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THE MERIT SYSTEM. 


Merit system amendment to the charter, proposed by a committee of 
citizens: 

That Article 4 of the charter of the City of St. Louis shall be amended 
by adding to said article new sections to be known as sections 51, 52, 53 
and 54. 

Section 51. ‘All appointments and promotions in the municipal service of 
St. Louis shall be made according to merit and fitness, to be ascertained, so 
far as practicable, by examinations, which examinations, so far as practica- 
ble, shall be competitive. ‘To that end a civil service commission is hereby 


created, to consist of three members, to be er by the Mayor, not more 
than two of whom shall at any time be members of the same political party. 

The Mayor shall within sixty days after the adoption of this amendment 
appoint three members of said commission, one for a term of two years, 
one for a term of four years, and one for a term of six years, and until their 
successors respectively are appointed and qualified. And thereafter at the 
expiration of said terms respectively, the Mayor shall appoint their successors 
for a term of six years and until their successors respectjvely are eopemees 
and qualified. Each of said commissioners shall receive’a salary of $2,500 
per annum. Any vacancy occurring in said commission for any cause shall 
be filled by appointment by the Mayor for the remainder of the term. _ 

Section 52 prescribes what offices shall constitute the classified service of 
the city. Those who shall not be so classified are: Officers elected by the 

eople, all officers and employes of either branch of the Municipal Assem- 
bly. officers appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by the Council; com- 
missioners in condemnation cases, the chief deputy and stenographer of 
every such elected or appointed officer; commissioners, judges and erks of 
elections; secretary of the Board of Public Improvements; deputiés, consta- 
ble and clerk of the Coroner; members of the law department and clerk and 
stenographer of the City Counselor and all persons employed in the office 
of the Mayor. ' 

Section 53 refers to the examination, which “shall be practical in its 
character, include physical qualifications, and, when appropriate, manual 
skill.” ' 

Section 54 provides that appointments under the civil service rules shall 
commence six months after the passage of the amendment. '

As 
a citizen of Guatemala, and a member of 
the Republican party of that country, I 
sincerely regret his tragic end, 

“First, the honor of the country is 
stained by a crime. Second, as a loyal op- 
ponent of Gen. Barrios, I would have pre- 
ferred to have met him in a fair fight and 
defeated him on the field of battle. 

“Nevertheless, as this is an inevitable 
fact, much to my regret, the responsible 
parties only are those who, with their anti- 
patriotic sentiments, cgntributed to blind 
the man who has now ypmssed away and by 
his death obscured the true situation of 
that country. 

“As yet I have no detailed facts of how 
Gen. Barrios met his death, but whatever 
they may be, I both deplore and condemn 
the crime, as it reflects upon civilization 
and @ehonors my native country. I was 
a personal friend of Gen. Barrios and al- 
though if afterward I have been his politi- 
cal opponent, I would have preferred many 
times to have seen him die on the fleld of 
battle fighting for the liberty of Guate- 
mala.’’

CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE. 


Plain Statement of Facts by Chairman 
James L. Blair. 


Mr. James L, Biair was asked in refer- 
ence to the prospects of the citizens’ com- 
mittee which is working for the submission 
of the amendment to the charter relating 
to the mecit system ip municipal offices, 


He sald: 

“I was greatly encouraged at the meeting 
before the Council committee on Tuesday, 
It was the best meeting of the kind I have 
ever seen. It had none of the “solar walk” 


characteristics which the practical politi- 
cians have such contempt for. The dele- 
gates there represented not only the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and Mercantile lub and 
organizations of that kind, but they also 
represented the labor unions and kindred 
associations, which stand for not less than 
thirty thousand voters. These things bear 
evidence to the fact that it is not merely a 
clique which is desirous of having this 
amendment adopted, but a solid mass of 
voters throughout the city. 

“And why should they not? The merit 
system is but common sense applied to 
municipal affairs. There isn’t a merchant in 
St. Louls or anywhere else who selects his 
employes on any other basis, and it is a 
manifest absurdity that the city whose bust- 
ness is of vastly more importance should se- 
lect its employees not because they are fit 
but because they happen to have a pull with 
such cattle as “Hew” Brady, and hig ilk. 
This system has worked admirably not only 
in. English cities, but in New York and Chi- 
cago. 

“Only yesterday I had occasion to mect 
with a sub-committee interested in this 
cause composed of Messrs, Joseph Franklin, 
Charles E. Barney, Goodman King, Dugal 
Crawford, Cfarles Nugent, Julius A. Baer, 
of the Grand Leader, Henry Ittleson, of 
Famous, Alexander Penny of Penny & Gen- 
tles, Elias Michael of Rice, Stix &: Co. 
Kveryone of these gentlemen is zealousy in- 
terested in seeing this amendment submitte% 
and adopted. It is their opinion and very 
justly so that since this city administration 
is about to ask the people to pay out twenty 
millions of dollars to improve the streets It 
can do no less than give evidence of its 
good faith by introducing this merit system 
so as to see that this money is properiy ex- 
pended. No thoughtful man will give his 
consent to such a vast expenditure if it is 
to be done under the old system. They de- 
sire and are entitled to an assurance that 
the work will be well done, and it cannot 
and will not be well done if the City Hall is 
filled with political barnacles instead of 
competent men selected on the basis of 
merit. , 

“In this connection a movement is now 
under way to establish a permanent com- 
mittee of prominent citizens to be assisted 
by a competent engineer who, iff these 
amendments are adopted, will watch this 
reconstruction from beginning to end and 
sée to it that the work is well done and the 
money honestly expended. 

“There is another reason why this merit 
system amendment should be now sub- 
mitted. Other amendments are te be sub- 
mitted at the coming election and it im- 
poses no additional cost upon the city to 
take a vote of the people on this subject. 

“T see by a morning paper that a confer- 
ence. was held at the City Hall by which it 
was determined. to relegate this merit sys- 
tem amendment to the rear. If this ig true 
and I sincerely hope it is not, it is a very 
short sighted policy, for it was well said 
by the president of the Central Labor 
Union before the Council Committee on 
Tuesday that already 20,000 voters in this 
city have signified their desire in writing 
that the system should be adopted, and the 
organizations which he represented included 
20,000 more who were equally concerned. It 
is not our policy to fight the submission of 
the street improvement amendmente, but 
I do not see how we can control this great 
mass of voters who are determined to de- 
feat the street amendments unless the merit 
system amendment is also submitted. 

“T hope everybody will carefully read the 
proposed amendment. It will do away with 
that notion which many erroneously enter- 
tain that these examinations are farcical 
in their nature; that applicants are ex- 
amined on all kinds of foolish and imma- 
terial subjects. Under the proposed amend- 
ment this in not true; the examination must 
relate specifically to the duty which the 
applicant will be expected to perform, If 
he is to perform the duties of a clerk he Is 
examined as to his clerica] ability. If he 
goes in thé Health Department he is ex- 
amined in relation to his duties there and 
nothing more, 

“I sincerely hope that the administration 
will be wise enough to see that not only 
the interests of the people, but its own in- 
terests are vitally concerned in seeing to 
it that the people have an opportunity to 
vote upon this reform.”’ 


MR. THUNER IN OPPOSITION. 


Chairman of the Council Legislative 
Committee So Expresses Himself. 


Chairman Charles H. Thuner of the Coun- 
cil Committee on Legislation, was evasive 
as to the contemplated action of that body 
in reference to the proposed merit system 
amendment. In conversation with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday morning he at 
first said that the committee would not 
report Friday, and later said it might do go. 
He placed himself squarely on record as 
oppease to the merit system amendment. 

e expressed his views without reservation, 
“We have not taken up the merit system 
amendment,’ he said, ‘“‘because we have 
been busy with those providing for street 
and sewer improvements, which are more 
important. We are not going to report Fri- 
day, and it may take us several days to 
complete our work. I am afraid we would

If this force should not be sufficient, re- 
course would then be had to the formation 
of volunteer regiments as in our last war, 
but until that could be done there would 
be almost immediately available this nu- 
cieus of 100,000 well-armed, well-disciplined 
and well-equipped men who could be placed 
in the forts of the various coast cities and

I note your remarks about the making of bread, 
muffins, etc., at Decatur of cornmeal and wheat 
flour mixed. Your statement that tf, as is claimed, 
they are just as good as if made entirely of wheat, 
why not sell the mixture for just what it is? is very 
pertinent; in fact, that is the real point at issue. 
The effort of those who eell the corn-wheat flour is 
to put it on the market as wheat flour and thus 
make a profit by deceiving the people. 

It was the same with the oleomargarine manufac- 
ture. The makers claimed that thelr product was 
as good and as healthy as butter. If so, why not 
sell it for what it really was and depend on a mar- 
ket gained on its reputation? Simply because real 
butter was and is much more valuable in price, and 
no one would buy oleomergarine at the butter rate 
knowingly. 

The maker of the latter was not specially ex- 
ercised about the public health, but was really anx- 
ious to get Into the public pocket. In selling oleo for 
butter or corn flour for wheat there is a very hand- 
some margin which makes’ the. manufacturer's

NOW IN THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


Thrust Out of Doors When Her Hus- 
band Learned She Had

Pauline Hoffman, the strange young 
woman for whose imaginary fortunes so 
many persons were scrambjing three 
months ago, and to gain which Bismarck 
Stalhuete took her for his wife, is an in- 
mate of the City Hospital, 

Nearly a month ago she entered the hos- 
pital under the name of Pauline Meyers. 
She gave the address of 7800 South Broad- 
way. 

If Pauline’ mind is affected now she 
gives no evidence of it. She ts afflictea 
with a disease that she thinks will result in 
her death. She feels that the end is near, 
bue Dr. Sutter eays she will recover. 

When a reporter found Pauline, or Mrs. 
Bismarck Stalhuete, she was on a cot in 
the women's ward. When addressed as 
Pauline Hoffman tears came {io her eyes. 
She composed herself almost instantly and 
talked as freely as was her former cue- 
tom. 

“I dropped my mame when I entered here 
because I wished to escape all the notoriety 
that has attached itself to me recently. So 
much has been said about me that is untrue 
that I scarcely know what is true ang 
what is false. 

“When | went to Mrs. 
Wanted to lead a better tife. I had 
been there long before I went to Mrs. 
Gaston's. There I was treated well. Other 
people knew more about a fortune that was 
coming to me from Germany than I 
myself. There were letters, I am told, 
I do not remember their contents. I under- 
stood there was a fortune coming to me, 
but I did not know where it was coming 
from. My father is alive and he has fre- 
quently sent me money. If I ever toid 
about his murdering my children and then 
aes , anged for the crime I do not know 

Wikies. Gaston treated me well, and when 
I jeft her house in the ambulance I under. 
stood I was going to a hospital where Mrs. 
Gaston was to pay for my being treated. I 
did not khow I was going to Mrs. Palley’s. 
I had never seen her nor her son, Bismarck

The first time I ever saw Stalhuete he told 
me that I must marry him. I told him no. 
Then he told me that he would kill me if I 
did not become his wife. He frightened me 
and in my weakened condition his threats 
had the desired effect. He told me to act as 
he directed and if I failed in any way I did 
so at my peril. He lies when he says he 
saw mein New York. I was dazed when the 
marriage ceremony took place. I now recall 
it but it seems more like a dream. I must 
have been drugged. 

“I cannot recall dates, but it seems to me 
that about the first of the year they drove 
me out of the house. They never made any 
pretense of thinking anything of me after 
the marriage. One morning, about 7 o'clock, 
and it was a bitter cold morning, they told 
me to leave. They said they did not care 
where I went so I went out of their sight. 
I went down in South St. Louis and ob- 
tained work in the family of Mr. Thomas at 
7800 South Broadway. I had been there 
about a week when I became too sick to 
work. Nobody there knew me by the name 
of Pauline Hoffman. They thought my 
name was Meyers. When I got too sick 
to work they called a doctor.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 10.—Fire destroyed 
the plant of the. Chautauqua Ice Co., at 
Twelfth and Pike streets, last night, and 
peveral near-by Duildings yrre destroyed or 
Mamaged: 

Explosions of whisky and ammonia snhat- 
tered the walls and caused great loss of life 
and property. 

At least eight people were killed, over a 
fcore injured and property valued at one 
and a half million dollars was destroyed.

The first floor front was occupied as offices 
of the Chautauqua Lake Ice Co. and @ local 
office of the Union Storage Co. The second 
floor front contained the stables of the 
Chautauqua company, and on the Twelfth 
street end they had their ice-making plant, 
which occupied the first three floors. 
j} ‘This was filled with valuable ice making 

machinery and other property of the Chaun- 
| tau ua Company. The balance of the 

bullding was occupied by the storage com- 
pany. mmediately upon the discovery of 
the fire an alarm was sent in and respond- 
ed to promptly, but owing to the construc- 

tion of the building it was practically im- 
possible to fight the fire from without while 
the volume of smoke inside the particular 
division in which the fire occurred made it 
practically impossible to fight it from with- 
in. The only openings in the three fire 
walls dividing the great buildings were 
closed by heavy iron doors and these were 
locked. For three hours the firemen worked 
ecarcely knowing what they were doing. 
The iron shutters were impregnable to their 
attacks. The smoke that found its way out 
of the building filled Mulberry alley and 
Pike street, stifiing the firemen and ren- 
dering them practically sightless. It would 
clear for a moment or two and they would 
again endeavor to make some headway, 
but to no avall, 

Finally, at 11 o’clock, the flames burst 
out through the roof and shot upwards a 
hundred feet in the air and making that 
part of the city as light as day. 

This was the first note of alarm that 
started the filght of residents from their 
homes on Pike, Thirteenth and Twelfth 
streets. Women and children started forth 
barefooted and in their night clothes, fol- 
lowed by their husbands, bearing what lite 
tle they could carry in their arms of their 
household effects. The police were watch- 
ful and the crowds were kept back by fire 
lines and the fearful heat of the flames. 

DEADLY EXPLOSIONS. 

Suddenly above theroar of the flames and 
the puffing of the fire engines which were 
everywhere came the more powerful noise 
of the first explosion. The din of falling 
walls foretold destruction and death in 
thunderous tones. Those within the fire 
lines were seen to fall in all directions. 
Those outside the lines were not without 
the reach of danger. The great puff of 
air created by the explosion: seemed to make 
everything sway and shake. Those not 
knocked down by the reactionary waves of 
air as the falling walls created a vacuum 
that seefed to draw in everything. 

It was on the Mulberry alley side where 
the least danger was anticipated, the greats 
est volume of smoke and preliminary out- 
bursts of flames having come out of the 
Pike street side, that the force of the ex- 
plosion was-the most severe and there the 
greatest numfhber of fatalities took place.

Their escape was mi- 
raculous, one fireman named Reilly béing

last fall. The husband, Dr. Bugene R. 
Waterhouse, made a game fight +g up 
to the last day. Then he flunked and failed 
to appear, either in person or by attorney. 
Mrs. Waterhouse was prepared to hav®@ 
him ruled out of court in any event as he 
had failed to pay any of the alimony 
awarded Mrs. Waterhouse by the court, 

Mr. and Mrs. Waterhouse were married in 
New London, Ohio, in 1872 and lived together 
in harmony for a long time. hen they 
moved to St. Louis they started up a pros- 

erous pharmacy business at 1018 South 
tighteenth street. Disagreements reached a 
climax last September just after Dr. Water- 
house returned from a trip to Ohio, 

In some way Mrs. Waterhouse received in- 
formation that instead of going home Dr. 
Waterhouse had gone to the residence of 
Miss Viola Maynor, a patient of his, at 908 
North Garrison avenue. With her oldest 
son, Merle, she es eo outside the Gar- 
rison avenue house all night and when the 
doctor appared in the morning she captured 
him after a short chase. The next day she 
filed her petition for a divorce naming Miss 
Maynor as co-respondent, 

The doctor came back with a cross-bill 
charging coldness, cruelty and violence aided 
and assisted by her son Merle. 

A short time after Mrs. Waterhouse filed 
another suit ‘and knocked the pharmacy 
business into a cocked hat by asking for a 
reeciver. Judge Wood tried the case and 
the husband and wife fought over every de- 
tall from the pill rollers to the formula 
book, which was the corner stone of the 
business. 

In the divorce case the court allowed Mrs. 
Waterhouse $30 a month alimony and $12 
attorney’s fees, the latter to be paid on or 
before Feb. 1. It has not been paid. 

In the meantime depositions were taken 
in the case and Miss Maynar was put upon 
the stand before a commissioner. Shea 
showed clearly by her testimony that there 
was nothing at all impfoper in Dr. Water- 
house’s sojourn at the Garrison avenue flat, 
There were other ladies in the house, and 
Dr. Waterhouse being tired and weary from 
his trip and not particularly anxious to go 
home anyhow, accepted the invitation to 
sleep on the couch in the spare room.

The wife does not want the divorce grant- 
ed but asks to be dismissed.

PREPARING FOR THE DEFENSE, 


Previous Riots to Be Set Up as Justi. 
‘fication for a Resort to Force, 
but This Is Scoffed At 
by the Prosecution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WILKSBARRE, Pa., Feb. 10.—The longer 
one lUstens to the evidence concerning the 
killing of unarmed miners at Lattimer by 
sheriff's deputies armed with repeating 
rifles, the greater becomes the horror of the 
tragedy. 

The testimony has brought out clearly 
the fact that the men were unarmed, and 
that volleys of rifle shots were fired after 


them as they ran across the country like 
game that has been beaten out of cover. 

The testimony of George Yeager, who 
keeps a hotel and who stood behind 
the battalion of deputies, brings out 
a startling picture. @ not only- told 
of seeing the Sheriff's men t or 
ten volleys, but declared two of them 
Stepped out several yards from the ranks 
and fired again and again at the strikers, 
who were wildly fleeing for shelter. 

Other witnesses were called to show the 
roughness of the deputies after the killing 
was over, and one who seemed very un- 
willing to talk said Deputy Sheriff John 
Bornheisen had hauled a wounded mun 
about by the collar and kicked him. 

Another witness told of threatening 
language used by Bornheisen and another 
deputy before the conflict n. Dodson, 
a coputy shertts, was charged with having 
e ed: 

“I'd like to shoot them (me the 
ptrikers) at a cent a head and get rich at 

To offset this picture of horror the de- 
fense will plead justification. The killing 
will not be denied, but evidence will be 
put in to show the strikers were violent; 
that i had beaten men at McAdoo, at 
Crystal Ridge and Cranberry who refused 
to join them; that they broke heads and 
fractured bones; that the whole scheme of 
the strikers, which had been going on two 
weeks before the day at Lattimer, was to 
force men from the collieries by violence 
rather than by suasion, 

This defense will be met by the prose- 
cutors with a remarkable state of facts. 
They will show by testimony from the 
custodian of the minutes of the grand jury 
that not one of these alleged violent law- 
less strikers has been indicted and no 
attempt has been made to have them in- 
dicted. They will show that not one work- 
ing coal miner who is said to have been 
clubbed or stabbed or stoned or threatened 
or chased through the bushes + de men with 
revolvers has even made a complaint to any 
magistrate although there is an le su 

ly of magistrates for all the mining vil- 
ages. Nor had any coal operator ever 
made complaint to any officer of the law 
that strikers had entered upon his property 
and acted riotously there, 

“If the men of Harwood who were shot 
down like driven rabbits at Lattimer were 
riotous, intent upon beating men and 
wrecking oe oo the prosecution will 
say “surely their companions who were 
fortunate enough to sufvive were equally 
guilty. They have not run away like two of 
the sheriff's deputies who are now fugitives 
from justice, 

“They have been and are now within 
reach of the law. The individuals they are 
alleged to have beaten, and the coal opera- 
tors against whom they are alleged to have 
rioted, have the same chance to go before 
the grand jury we had. Where are the in- 
dictments against these men? If they act- 
ually were riotous doers of violence the 
Same grand jury would have indicted them 
that indicted Sheriff James Martin and his 
deputies for murder, manslaughter and fe- 
lonious wounding.”’ 

Just how this shattering reply to the de- 
fendants’ plea of justification will affect 
the jury cannot be told until the verdict is 
rendered. The jurors are all native Amer- 
icans. Most of them acknowledged on ex- 
amination they have prejudices against for- 
eigners, but declared they would try to do 
strict justice. It is an important fact that 
the jury listens wy A to every word of 
testimony. All of the details of the volleys 
fired again and again after the scat- 
tered, fleeing men are listened to closely by 
the jurors, who sit far forward in their 
chairs and bend toward the witness so they 
may not lose one word, 

The effect thus far produced upon the 
minds of those who have ‘heard the testi- 
mony-is a picture of some 500 rough miners, 
many of them of rude and pugnacious dis- 


strike among their fellows,

battalion of 67 deputy sheriffs drawn up 
beside the road in a line parallel with the 
column of strikers there comes a volley of 
rifle shots. The range of this flanking fire is

At the first broadside the column breaks. 
The men ran wildly away. As they flee vol- 
leys and scattering shots bring down vic- 
tim after victim.

FORGED DEED IS MENTIONED. 


— 


A Bogus Firm of Real Estate Dealers 
and a Conspiracy to Defraud 
on a Large Score Are 
' Court Allegations. 


In the Herbert Mills forgery case, on trial 
in Judge Zachritz’s court, the defendant on 
the witness stand told a remarkable story 
of how he was used as a catepaw by Al- 
phonso Leftkow, a lawyer in the Union 
Trust building, and on thie evidence, fitting 
it to other parts of the testimony which 
Was uncontradicted, Charles Noland, the 
defendant's lawyer, in his argument, made 
the direct charge that Leftkow was the 
brains of a conspiracy to defraud. 


Last April Herbert B. Mills was arrested 
in the office of Mr. 'McMenamy, a real estate 
agent on Easton avenue, on a chargé of 
forgery. He called at the office by appoint- 
ment, having begun negotiations to secure 
a loan on a forged deed of trust bearing 
the name of John H. Bauer. At the time 
of his arrest he was accompanied by Lelft- 
kow, who wags there to introduce m as 
Mr. Bauer. After the arrest it was dis- 
covered that at least two other real estate 
men had been swindled by the same means, 
and that at the bettom of it was a bogus 
firm of real estate dealers, who had opened 
an office on Olive street under the name 
of T. T. Turner & Co, Mills was the only 
one arrested. Charies Williams, @ mem- 
ber of the Turner firm, escaped. 

Herbert E. Mills was formerly a saloon 
keeper at Seventh and Market streets. The 
testimony for the State, to the effect that on 
two occasions he represented himself as 
Bauer to Menamy in an attempt to 
negotiate the deed of trust, was not con- 
tradicted, 

As a witness in his own behalf Mills stated 
that Leftkow, whom he knew well, told him 
that he had a client- named Bauer, who 
wanted to borrow some money on a deed of 
trust. Bauer was in the country and could 
not possibly come in, and Leftkow, assuring 
him that there was nothing wrong about the 
transaction, asked him to impersonate Bauer 
go that he, Leftkow, could get the money. 
lie consented to do s0, and was taken tothe 
office of T. T. Turner & Co, where he was 
introduced to Mr, Williams as Mr. Bauer. 

Williams testified that he took him to 
McMenamy’s office and {introduced him as 
Jiauer. Leftkow provided him with a pair 
of spectacles, saying that he was too 
young looking for Bauer, The negotiations 
were begun, and they were told to call 
agar, 

On the second visit Leftkow accompanied 
the defendant to McMenamy’s and identi- 
fled him as Bauer. But McMenamy had 
discovered that the deed was a forgery 
and Officer Gaffney was there when they 
called. Leftkow said he knew defendant 
as Mr, Bauer, but, seeing the officer, he 
added, “‘but I don’t know whether or not he 
has any property.’ Defendant was imme- 
diately afterwards arrested. 

Alphonso Leftkow was placed on the 
étand and swore that he did not know 
Mills as such. He knew casually a man 
under the name of Bauer who resembled 
the prisoner. ‘On the day of the arrest he 
had been to a livery stable on Easton ave- 
nue when he met the prisoner, who asked 
him to go with him to McMenamy’s office 
and identify him as Bauer. 

Thinking that was his name he did go, 
but he had said he knew nothing about 
what-property he had. 

The defense introduced two barkeepers 
from & saloon at Eleventh and Pine streets 
who testified that Leftkow frequently came 
asking for Mills, and when asked which one 
he wanted, as two ~ | that name frequented 
the place, he replied that it was Herbert, 
who formerly@kept a saloon at Seventh and 
Market streets. 

Bothmann, the Four Courts saloon and 
restaurant keeper, eWore that after Milis’ 
arrest he furnished him with meals on tne 
order of Leftkow up tq the time Leftkow 
left for Europe in May, two or three weeks 
after the arrest of Mills, and that he con- 
unued to furnish the meals afterwards. 
Leftkow paid him $10 before he went away, 
and $11 afterwards. 

On the witness stand in rebutting this 
tettimony Leftkow swore that a woman 
living on Chestnut street had left the money 
with him to pay for Mills’ meals. He was 
asked why she came to dim, and he said he 
did not know. Mr. Noland, in crose-examina- 
tion, asked him why, under the circumstan-

LUETGERT.ONVICTED 


THE CHICAGO SAUSAGEMAKER 
FOUND GUILTY OF TAKING 
HIS WIFE’S LIFE. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—Adolph L. Luet- 
gert, the sausage-maker, was convicted last 
night of the murder of his wife Louise, and 
his punishment was fixed at imprisonment 
for life. 

Arguments closed at 2:40 p. m., and it was 
11 o’clock when the verdict was rendered. 
The instructions were unusually long and 
were unique in some particulars. They au- 
thorized the jury to reject testimony of 
witnesses where it appeared that their evi- 
dence had been manufactured by the police, 
They were also told that the production of 
the body of Mrs. Luetgert was unnecessary 
to conviction. 

Immediately upon announcement of the 
verdict, Attorney Harmon gave notice that 


he would apply for a new trial, and asked 
the court to set an early day for the hear- 
ing. 

The crime was committed on the night 
of May 1, 1897, and Luetgert was arrested 
on May & The rings which played such 
an important part in the trial were dis- 
covered in the vat on the l7th of May. 
On the 9th and 20th hapveas corpus pro- 
ceedings to secure the release of Luet- 
gert were instituted, but failed of their 
object. He Was indicted om June 6 and 
on the 19th and 20th of the same month 
habeas corpusS proceedings were instituted 
a second time without, success. Aug. 23, 
the first trial began before uses Tuthill 
and lasted 61 days, the jury standing three 
for acquittal and nine for conviction. Nov. 
26 the second trial began before Judge 
Gary and lasted 72 days. During this trial 
146 witnesses were examjned, 886 objections 
to questions were. offered by Attorney 
Harmon for the defense, Luetgert was on 
the stand 18% hours and answered 1771 
questions put by his own lawyers and 1238 
by the State. The record in the case con. 
sists of 4620 pages typewritten manuscript 
of an average of 330 words to the page.

Branch of the Mayfield Institution in 
the Holy Land. 


Dr. W. H. Mayfield, Superintendent of the 
Mayfield Sanitarium, has about completed 
arrangements for the establishment of a 
like institution in the Holy Land. 

The proposed location is on the outskirts 
of the town of Schmifat, in Syria. The site

To plan an institution conducted on 
American methods in this historic land has 
long been Dr, Mayfieid’s pet project. At the 
World’s Fair he met Alexander Juriedina, 
his brother Said and Said Janira. The 
young men are well connected in Syria and 
are possessed gf nome means. The repre- 
sentative of thé Sultan personally indorsed 
them and explained to Dr. Mayfield that 
they had come to America to study medi- 
cine and re work. 

Dr. Mayfield sought them out and the 
following term saw the three enrolled as 
students at the Marion Sims Coliege. 

Dr. Juriedina was graduated with honors 
last spring. His brother and Mr. Janira 
will finish the course this year. 

In the early summer they will goto Schm!i- 
fat and open the sanitarium. They have 
studied the methods in vogue at the May- 
field and will follow these. 

A building has been donated by Dr. Jurie- 
dina and he will act as superintendent. 
The Mayfield Brothers in this-city are prac- 
tically proprietors and everything will be 
done according to their instructions, but 
owing to the Syrian law as foreigners they 
are forbidden to acquire real estate. 

“There is no debt upon the property,”’ 
said Dr. W. HH, Mayfield, “and Dr. Jurie- 
dina has given “bond as superintendent and 
he will make the inetitution self-supporting, 

‘‘All maladies such as receive attention 
here will be treated and we anticipate that 
American travelers seized with Eastern fev- 
ers will find it a safe refuge.”

ILLINOIS BROKE OVER TRACES. 


Providence Given the Next National 
Assembly of the League After 
Other Officers Have 
Been Selected. 


Just before the National Assembly, L. A. 
 W. went into session at the Southern 
Hotel Thursday morning it was announced 
that the Illinois delegates had held a cau- 
cus and decided to cast their fourteen 
votea in the convention for Gideon. This 


announcement sent Gideon stock up and 
setticd the question as to whether his name 
would be presented to the convention. 

The assembly did not go tnto session until 
ay 1] o’clock this morning. It was 
called to order by President Potter. 

The secretary immediately proceeded with 
the roll-call, and about one hundred and 
fifty answered to their names. 

The committee on credentials reported 
that there were 807 votes represented in 
the convention, of which 162 were present 
in person and 145 represented by proxy. 

The reports of the different committees 
were read and adopted and then came the 
election of officers. 

Mr. Van Valkenburgh 


of Wisconsin placed 
the name of Isaac B. 


| otter of New York in 
nomination. The name was received with 
cheers = a loud clapping of hands. Mr. 

Van Valkenburgh referred to Potter’s hard 
work for the L. A. W. during’ the last year 
and to his labors In securing the passage 
of the baggage bicycle bill through the New 
York legislature, 

He called Mr. Potter the “father of good 
roads” and paid him other high compli- 
ments. He said Mr. Potter had been a good 
President, that he had served the league 
faithfully, honorably and well, and that 
they would do themselves honor in re-elect- 
ing him, In sizing up the good deeds of Mr. 
Potter he closed with ithe injunction, ‘‘Re- 
member pentiemen one g00od turn deserves 
another.’ 

Messrs Casey of Indianapolis, Kireker of 
New Jersey and Jenkins of New York sec- 
onded the nomination of Potter. 

Fred Gerlach of Illinois placed the name 
of George D. Gideon of Pennsylvania in 
nomination. This name, too, was received 
with cheers and considerable enthusiasm. 
Gerlach said that Gideon wag the man to 
bring peace and unity to the organization. 
His speech was. somewhat on the spread- 
eagle order, and was received with cheers. 

At its conclusion a delegate from New 
‘Hampshire seconded the nomination. of 
Potter, and an Ohio man announced the 
vote of that State for Gideon. Another 
Ohio man said there was one man on that 
delegation who would vote for Potter. 

iiliam R. Tucker of Pennsylvania 
caused considerable comment by casting a 
reflection on the methods used by the Pot- 
ter delegates to elect thelr man and said 
‘that Pennsylvania would support no such 
man. He seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Gideon. 

Sterling Elliott made a strong appeal for 

ideon. He said Gideon was the only man 
who could bring peace and unity to the 
league. 

Maryland and Iowa seconded the nomi- 
nation of Potter. Then the balloting was 
commenced.

He enjoyed witnessing 
the attempt to convert the streets into 
canals. If a luckless wheelman ehould, 
perchance, slip, fall, wallow and finally 
ariee, a sight for the 3, a demoniacal 
smile would overspre his face, and his 
s0ul would be filled with ghoulish glee. 
It is my candid belief that this man actu- 
ally enjoyed mud. He liked to wade across 
the streets. Years of assiduous practice 
had made wading a second nature to him. 
It is likely that he would in time have been 
filled with a desire to lie down and wallow 
in Chicago mud, as dogs wallow in that 
which has been suddenly ejected from their 
stomachs. In an unguarded moment, how- 
ever, he was induced to mount a bicycle. 
A few days passed, and he could ride. Grad- 
ually he commenced to speak somewhat 
uncharitably of the condition of the streets. 
He gradually learned to hate the sight of 
a @eprinkling cart. He spoke harshly of 
mud. His vocabulary naturally grew. He 
had acquired new ideas, and the ideas re- 
quired language in which to be expressed.

SHE WAS ALONE IN HER HOME. 


Ben Beringa Has Been Arrested and 
Identified by the Aged Woman, 
but He Says He Is an In- 
nocent Party. 


Mrs. Mary Loesch, 78 years old, of 8747 
Salena street, was robbed, choked and 
nearly murdered by two burglars because 
she responded to their demands for money 
with only $. Heavy soled shoes, hickory 
clubs and clenched fists were their weapons. 

One of the men, whom Mrs. Loesch is 
positive was Benjamin Beringo of 1319 Ar- 
senal street, said he knew there was more 
money in the house, He led in the attack, 
Mrs. Loesch says, and though eghe pleaded 
with him, calling him “Ben,” the name 
she had known him by eince a boy, his 
only reply were oaths and additional kicks 
and cuffs, 

She felt as though her last hour had 
come and to save herself was prepared to 
tell where $700 was secreted when con- 
sciousness left her. She was foun# lying 
apparently dead in an outside doorway in 
the rear part of the house. Nearly all of 
her clothing had been torn away and her 
oo was covered with bruises. 

Mike Peckerie, who lives next door, found 

rs. Loesch’s unconscious body, and he 
awakened his wife, Rose, and other neigh- 
bors. The limp form was carried into the 
house, a fire was built in the stove and Drs, 
we. W. Hicker and H. W. Faber were called. 
After a time consciousness was restored. 
It was discovered that Mrs. Loesch’s right 
leg was badly fractured between the knee 
and hip, and that the back was injured and 
badly bruised generally. The shock itself 
is belleved to as serious as the actual 
injuries. 

{rs. Loesch cannot sleep. As goon as she 
closes her eyes she says she gees the dis- 
torted faces of the angry men, kicking and 
pounding her. At times ehe seemg to be a 
ravi maniaa 

Neighbors in the vectny of her brother 
John Loesch’s home, South Third 
street, where e@he was taken, say 
that all through the night she can be 
eard screaming: ‘They shall not kill me;’’ 
“Help me.” 

Even while speaking to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the awful sight came back in all 
its reality and Mrs. Loesch cried pitifully: 

“Oh, 1 it never leave?” she pleaded. 

Mrs. Loesch is one of the oldest resi- 
dents of South St. Louis. She is the holder 
of considerable property and a depositor 
in the South Side Bank. Her residence for 
20 years has been at 8747 Salena. She 
lived there with her husband until he died 
two years ago, and since that time her lit- 
tle niece, Mary Loesch, has been her com- 
panion. 

Though her son John wanted her to live 
with him, fearing just what has taken place, 
she was loath to leave the old home. For 
the last few days the old lady has been left 
alone, her niece visiting her own mother in 
the country. She had been very attentive to 
Mrs. Loesch, who had been sick, and now 
that she was better she needed a vacation 
herself, 

Ben Beringa had called on Mrs. Loesch the 
day of the rebbery, Mrs. Loesch says, and 
knew that she was to be alone, Hs may also 
have ascertained that on the same day she 
collected most of her rent. She had over 
$700 in the house—hidden in the kitchen be- 
tween two china saucers, which were under 
an old ice chest. 

The burglars ran into the ice chest when 
they forced open the kitchen door. Mrs. 
Loesch did not hear them come into the 
house. The first she knew was when a rough 
hand grab her. 

‘Tt was several seconds before I realized 
that I was not dreaming, | said Mrs. Loesch 
to a reporter. “I loo into the men’s 
faces. recognized one as Ben Beringa. 
‘Why, Ben, what's the matter?’ I asked. 
He cursed and eaid something about not 
havi time to answer questions. ‘All we 
want is your, money,’ he said. 

“When they struck me with thelr fists 
I said no more. I knew the men were des- 
perate. Reaching under my pillow I got 
my purse and handed it to them. 

“There’s $ in there, Ben. It !s all 1 
have,’ I said, and they took it. ‘This is 
all right, but we want more,’ said the 
other man. I tried to tell them that I 
hadn’t any more, They called me an ‘old 
hae’ and said that I did have more money 
me | both of them grabbed me, and jerked 
me out of bed. : 

‘““*'We will show you that we mean busi- 
ness,’ they cried. I can’t remember what 
took place afterwards except that I began 
screaming. The men grabbed my throat 
and choked me. They kicked me about on 
the floor, and beat me. It was the way 
they meant to force me to give in I sup- 
pose. Then I became unconscious.” 

Bertnga, who has been arrested, was 
brought before Mrs. Loesch and identified. 
He looked a while at Mrs. Loesch, without 
a-word. He will only say to the police 
that he knows nothing about the robbery. 
His alleged companion has not yet been 
arrested. ~
